menacing to 100 prisoners in jaU on 
the top floor. Sheriff Clark sent all 
the prisoners, including Brown, to the 
roof.

The sheriff 


and his deputies were guarding the 
entrance to the jail and were able 
to keep back the mob for several 
hours. 
However, as the heat became 


intense, the prisoners themselves took 
action and delivered the negro to the 
mob. 


CROWDS SEIZES MAYOR 


The crowds that begun to gather 


early in the evening were augmented 
from time to time until It was num- 
bered by the thousands. It was dur- 
ing this time that the mayor came 
to near being himself a victim of the 
mob. 


Mayor Smith was seixed by the mob 


en Seventeenth street, near the court- 
house at 10 o'clock and was threaten- 
ed with lynching. He was hustled 
to Harney street and stopped at the 
foot of a trolley pole on the cross 
arm of which was a coil of rope. 


MAYOR THREATENED

MAYOR BETTER 


Mayor Smith was making a desper-

When he regained con- 
sciousness at the hospital his first 
question of attendants was: "What 
did they do with the colored man?' 


He was not told. 
While the mayor was in better con- 


dition at noon today than last night, 
he was unable to give a coherent 
story of the mob's attack on him. He 
had been on the roof of the court- 
house and had just come down to ask 
the mob to obey the law when he 
was seized. 
During the attack he 


lost his watch but he is to receive 
another tomorrow, his birthday anni- 
versary, as a gift from his wife and 
daughter..
